passed ere the officer can secure the 
promotion that his place on the list 
offers him. The young lieutenant 
therefore finds that he must regularly 
attend the officers’ school, which isa 
part of each regiment, under the supgt- 
vision of the Colonel and the se d 
officers who have been detailed n- 
structors. Each year he must pass an 
examination, and when the time comes 
the final one for promotion. And so 
it goes on through every grade in the. 
service from the latest lieutenant to 
the General. A _ high stand taken in 
. | these examinations is very beneficial to 
the officer, for upon such standing de- 
pends his chance of obtaining the posi- 
tions Of regimental adjutant, etc. 

“The great prize of the German 
Army is, of course, a position on the 
general staff, and that can enly be 
gained by assiduous labor. If our 
young officer is ambitious he first thor- 
oughly masters the regimental work, 
which will probably take time enough 
to carry him to the grade of ‘under 
lieutenant of the first class.’ He then 
applies for a preliminary examination 
for admission to the general staff. 
This is conducted by the Colonel and 
certain other officers, and the result is

to the apolicant a plan of stuuies 
which he must follow for two years, 
under the guidance of the selected offi- 
cers before referred to. At the end of 
that time he reports in Berlin for exam- 
ination in the Kriegs Schule. If this is 
not passed successfully he returns to 
his regiment, but in the event of suc- 
cess he is admitted t> the War School 
and studies there for two years, at the 
end of which he is again examined. 
The result of this examination is never 


commenced. Saying that he started in 
the infantry, he now occupies in a 
cavalry regiment the same grade that 
he held in his first regiment, taking his 
place on the line of promotion accord- 
ing to the date of his commission. He 
now studies carefully the details of 
his new service, and at the same time 
pursues the new plan of study laid} 
down for him by'the War School. This 
goes on fortwo years, during all of 
which he remains in ignorance as to 
the result of his last examinatior. The 
object of this concealment on the part 
of the War Schoo! is that the officer 
may still feel the absolute necessity for 
vigorously prosecuting his studies and 
perfecting himself in a knowledge of 
everything that pertains to the new) 
branch he has joined. Even in the 
event that he failed in the examination, 
they have at least secured a good in- 
fantry officer, who is also posted in 
cavalry matters. When the two years 
have passei he either receives an order 
to report in Berlin or gets no order at 

. The latter means that he failed 


or apply for an exchange back to the 
infantry if he finds life in a cavalry 
mess too expensive for his purse. You 
must bear in mind that German officers 
get very paltry pay as compared to 
what your officers receive, and thata 
man in thecavalry must spend a good 
deal more than the amount given him 
by the Government. The cavalry, be 
it remarked, is the most extravagant 
branch of the service over there. 

**We will suppose he was successful 
and is ordered to Berlin. In that event | 
he is examined upon his studies during * 
the past two years, and, if the result be 
satisfactory, enters upon another two 


hool. Then comes another examina- 
tion, the result of which is kept secret, |. 
and an order toreport to a regiment in 
the third branch of the service, being, | 
in the case I have cited, the artillery. 
This time he gets a reward in the shape 
of promotion to one grade higher than 


you call it. Again two years of dili- 
ent study, ever increasing in its scope. 
f his last examination proves to have 


gained a good deal, for he will be 
marked asa man of considerable at- 


vancement, in times of war especially, 
that would otherwise have been closed. 
He alse becomes what I have called a 
‘selected officer,’ and is detailed to in- 
struct future applicants for admission 
to the general staff. ee 
“This is what occurs if he receives 
no recall to Berlin, but if such comes, 
he then is examined, as usual, upon 
his work during the past two years, 
and either proves deficient and returns 
to his post in the last regiment, or 


@ man’s brains have carried him that 
far, he is practically sure to succeed, 
unless his health fails under the strain. 
This occasionally happens, but not 
often, for his military duties have 
necessitated health-giving exercise. 
Then comes the last examination of 
all, and if this be passed, the graduate 
is again —— a grade, from first 
lieutenant to captain, or from cap- 
tain to major, as the case may be, and 
is enrolled an officer of the general 
staff. This is not the crown of his 
service, but is only the first great 
service in that crown, and it throws 
a@ brilliant light upon his up, 
ward path. According to his 
aptitude, and of conrse, in some 
degree to his influence, he is 
now appointed to whatever position is 
deemed best suited tohim. Instructor 
in the Kreigs Schule, brigade adju- 
tant, junior officer upon the staff of a 
general, or perhaps detaled to make 
certain investigations in a foreign 
country, he has before him the cer- 
tainty of rapid promotion if he takes 
advantage of the chances offered. He 
or some of his fellows are the ones se- 
lected in response to requests from the 
Governments of Turkey, China, Japan 
or anywhere else for mili 

ors, and from his class are chosen the 
military attachés to the different em- 
bassies. If the preparation has been 
severe the reward is certainly an am- 
ple compensation, for it glistens in the 
increasing orders upon his breast, is 
acknowledged in the deference shown 
to his opinions, and grows as the years 
ass by, for each of them adds a fresh 
eaf to the laurels he has won.

A FINANCIAL CRASH. 


Failure of a Large Iron Firm at 
Pittsburgh. 
PITTSBURGH, Feb. 21.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Graff, Bennett & Co., iron 
manufacturers, assigned today. The fail- 
ure was a great'surprise. Graff, Bennett & 
Co. failed for’ about $1,250,000 In 1888 and 
were granted an extension.
